CHEERING SIGN OF THB T1HB8. 


The signs of the times, politically, 


aro encouraging. There is a substan- 
tial disposition to grapple with pub- 
lic abuses and to hold them up to the 
light of day; and as they who prac- 
tice them are handed over to the civil 
-courts for punishment, the injunc- 
tion is repeated in tones of grim 
thunder,—"Let no guilty man es 
cape." It finds an answering echo 
in the hearts of the sturdy American, 
•wherever he may bo. The difference 
in periods is this: It baa been so, 
that the commission of public 'fraud 
•was hardly considered a crime, if it 
-vras adroitly done. When Gen. Raw- 
lins was the Secretary of War he sold 
no post sutlerships; bat, at tbat very 
time, Tweed and his followers flour 
ished in the city of New York, and 
•were the most popular men there, 
though they stole by the million. 
The contrast between an honest man 
and a dishonest one can be looked on 
as a type of those times. Poor Baw 
lins coughed himself to death with 
disease, working the extent of his 
strength, making every blow tell ol 
an honest and patriotic deed, strug- 
gling as a mail to help and to heal the 
country ju.«t emerging from the war 
Acquiring his living honestly and liv< 
ing within bis private means be- 
•canse it was brave and just to do so 
and because the example to others 
would be a good one—while Tweed 
in the city of New York, was acting 
the big thief, receiving public offices 
-and honors because he could pur 
••chose them with stolen money, anc 
defying either Arrest or punishment 
The flashy diamond on his breast ha< 
more worshippers than the flash o 
Bawl ins' eye in anger at'the ver; 
thought of a dishonest act. Tweet 
was the hard representative of the 
•then present and the five or ten 
years then past. 
Bawlins was th 


representative of 
the future 
an< 


now. Lincoln, Wasnbnrne, Grant 
And Rawlins, in this regard, were al 
of that type of men. Their unyield 
ing integrity has hod a value to th 
country that can not be told. They 
passed through the fire, but it had no 
power to harm them. They stand to- 
day as great representatives of the 
spirit tbat saved the nation. 
As 


honest as cither of them is a proverb. 
"The public mind this moment re- 
flects the noble intentions ami sym- 
pathies of those men, and woe be to 
the transgressor who defies the ava- 
lanche. Contrast, in pain as we 
must, Rawlins and,his successor, who 
followed Tweed, and is condemned 
with a universal voice. His down- 
fall dates from the instant of his 
discovery of his crimes. He follow- 
ed Tweed in his wrong doing—be 
follows him in his infamy. He will 
:be pnnished to the extent of the law, 
terrible as the pena'ty may be, for the 
public sentiment will now warrant the 
punishment of public crimes. Herein 
is the encouraging aspect, for it has 
not always been so. Stealing must 
be stopped. 
"Let no guilty man 


escape," is the sign of the times. The 
.party that practically enforces the in 
junction is the party of Progress, and 
in confidence in truth and justice it 
may trust to conquer.

The Btostjmpartant feature* o(*the 


treaty of Ntfremfcer, lSt>Vt co&iao&ly 
nown as toe Burlingame Treaty,*r» 
mtiodied i A Art ides 5 and 8, which 
ead as follows: 


Article V—The United States of 


America and the Emperpr of China 
cordially recognize the inherent and 
nalienable right of man to change 
iis home and allegiance, and alsu the 
mutual advantage of free migration 
ind emigration of their citizens and 
mbjects respectively from the one 
country to the other for purposes of 
curiosity, o' trade, or as permanent 
residents. 
The high 
contracting 


wrties therefore join in reprobating 
>ny other than an entirely voluntary 
emigration for these purposes. They 
consequently agree to pass laws mak- 
ng it a penal offense for a citizen of 
he United States or Chinese subjects 
o take Chinese subjects either to the 
United States or to any foreign coun- 
try, or for a Chinese subject or citi- 
zens of the United States to take citi- 
zens of the United States to China or 
;o any other foreign country without 
;heir free and voluntary consent, re- 
spectively. 
Article VI—Citizens of the United 


States visiting or residing in China 
shall enjoy the same privileges, im- 
munities or exemptions in respect to 
travel or residence as may there be 
enjoyed by the citizens or subjects 
of the most favored nation; and, 
reciprocally, Chinese s abjects visit- 
ing or residing in the United States 
shall enjoy the same privileges, im- 
munities and exemptions in respect 
ko travel or residence as may there 
be enjoyed by the citizens or subjects 
of the most favored nation. 
But 


nothing herein contained shall be 
lield to confer naturalization upon 
citizens of the United States in China, 
nor upon the subjects of China in 
th« United States. 


While the treaty remains in force 


we can do nothing with the Chinese. 
What is dentanded is the repeal of 
this Burlingame treaty. 
Then we 


can soon put a stop to the undesira- 
ble influx of such beasts and frauds.

The Connty Assessors of the State 


will soon commence their labors for 
the year. We desire to call the at- 
tention of the Assessors of those 
counties through which runs the 
Central Pacific Bailroad. In all of 
these counties, except Washoe, when 
the sworn statement of the Company 
was demanded, it- will be rendered 
for the present as it has been for the 
past. The "old iron" theory, the in- 
evitable "six thousand* per mile" 
will be returned for the main track. 
In Washoe connty the principle has 
been established that the Central 
Pacific Bailroad Company is not the

This 
objection, Senator Jones claims, 
should not bo made.

debtors ought to have the choice of 
two stanc'a-ds.

to review the entire history of money, 
and says he will show that the pro- 
duction of gold is rapidly diminish- 
ing, and is inadequate to supply the 
wants of trade.

must necessarily advance and capi- 
talists prefer long bonds, partly be 
cause at the maturity of the bonds 
gold dollars will be worth more, that 
is, will have greater purchasing 
power than at present.

The 
movements of a party of Chinese who 
came into town irom Virginia City at 
about 11 o'clock last night, on foot, 
were closely watched by several of 
oui'.oitizena who have bad an inkling 
of the matter through one of the 
Chinese servants employed at the 
Bonanza Hotel, and ( who seems to 
have cut off his conflectioa with th,e 
Mougolian element completely. As 
this fact is well known to his pagan 
countrymen, he is rigidlv excluded 
from their council* and therefore is 
AS ignornnttof the. object as any ol the 
whites. His idea is, however, that 
those secret societies aim at the in 
tioduction and protection of 
the 


Chinese as laborers in the mines. If 
such is the fact, the movement i»ay 
aafely lie viewed as a 'area with no 
barm in it, as un organization, how 
ever ooraplote, won Id be likely to 
ever accomplish this end while both 
urine-owners and minern' unions are 
so unanimously opposed to its Ictro- 
il notion.
